QENEBAL WOOD ISSUES IT.

Santlaso. Cuba, Oct. 22.— General 
Leonard Wood, military goTernor pro 
tampon of the department o( Santiago, 
has iMued a proclamation, In ten aec- 
tions, which is a Rort of prOTiSional 
declaration of Independence. 

The first article guarantees to the 
people the right of aascinbly for the 
common good and to apply to those 
in powtr by petition or romonstrancc, 
for the redress of grievances. 

The second section guaraateee the 
right to worship Ood according to in- 
dlTldnal eonioieoee. proTlded thar* Is 
no Interference with any ezlstinf form 
of worship. 

The third eectinn dirocts that courts 
of Justice shall be open to all and that 
no prlTste pn^rty shall be taken by 
the goremment without compenintloD. 

The fourth section, dealing with 
criminal trials, invrgt;? the ncoisoj 
with the right to be heard himself or 
by counsel and to have compulsory 
process to secure the attendance of a 
wttnesB in his behalf. 

Fifth section says no person accused 
of crime shall be compelled to give 
evidence against himaelf, and the sixth 
declares that no such person, who is 
once acquitted of the charge brought 
against hln, shall be tried again for 
the same offense. 

Seventh section provides that all per- 
sons charged with crime shall be en- 
titled to bail, except in cases of cap- 
ital offense, and that the writ of habeas 
corpus may not be suspended except 
the commanding general of the depart' 
ment deems it advisable. 

Eighth section says that excessive 
ball shall not be required and that no 
excesslre fine nor cruel or unusual pun- 
ishment shall be inflicted. 

The ninth provides that in oder to 
secure the people against unreasonable 
search, there shall first be established 
under oath a presumption of guilt And 
the tenth and last section guarantees 
to all the right to write or print freely 
on any matter, subject to responslbllitjr. 
tor abuse of the right 

The municipal laws are to be admin- 
istered in sccordance with these declar- 
ations of rights, subject to modifica- 
tions which, in tho judgment of the 
commanding general, would be bene- 
ficial and promote the principles of en- 
lightened civilzatlon. 

OiacaMlDK CiiiiM** D«bt. 
Paris, Oct 22.— The Joint session of 
the peace commission lasted over two 
hours. During this time the commis- 
sioners discussed the second series of 
written arguments put forward by the 
Spaniards for the purpose of prevail- 
ing upon the American commissioners 
to assume the Cuban debt No definite 
conclusion was reached, and the com- 
missioners adjourned. It is probable 
that this feature of the negotiations 
Will be disposed of next week. 

JLftor a Fraih Hopply. 
Havana. Oct 22.— The Red Cross so- 
ciety's steamer City of San Antonio 
sailed from Matansas for New York to 
bring a fresh eargo of snppliee to 
Havana. Her last eargo was all landed 
at Matanzs, where the officers of the 
Red Cross society remain to superin- 
tend the distribution. Reports are 
current that there has been swne spec- 
olatlon at Mattans la tkt K«d Cross 
supplies, and 'thsM will bo oaretolly 
Investigated. 

InMlllgeeM rrem Dawcy. 
Washington, Oct 28.— A telegram 
was received from Admiral Dewey at 

Manilla saying that the collier Nero 
arrived at Taku with her coal on fire, 
and suggesting that as he has no fur- 
ther use of the vessel she be feat hom^ 
Admiral Dewey said nothing with re- 
gard to the political situation in the 
Philippines or the capture of any more 
ships belonging either to the Spaalwrds 
or to the Insurgents. 

Plialpn Remain* At Lcxlngr'na. 
Lexington, Ky., Oct. 21. — Private 
John Phelps of the Second Missouri 
regiment who was publicly discharged 
and disgraced at Camp Hamilton, is 
still in the city. He takes his disgrace 
keenly and will not return home. 
Friends say he regrets the publicity 
he has received and will reform. He 
graduated from Yale In 1896 and was 
at Annapolis six months.

Cleveland. Oct 22.— Word has been 
received here that six members of the 

crew of the big steamer Henry Chls- 
holm, who were picked up -in a yawl 
boat off Isle Royaic, have arrived at 
Port Arthur, Ont. 

They report that tho Chlsbolm left 
Duluth Sunday with the schooner John 
Martin In tow. At B:30 p. m. Monday, 
when off Keeweenaw Point, the Mar- 
tin cut the tow line, and with her fcr? 
and main sails set was soon lest to 
view, as the weather was thick and the 
wind blowing a gale. Tho Chlsnolm 
cruised about until Thursday morning 
trying to find the missing schooner, but 
without success. 

At 8 a, m., while trying to enter 
Washington harbor, at the southwest 
end of Isle Royale, the steamer struck 
the Roek of Ages and commenced to 
go to pieces. 

The crew of 16 men abandoned their 
vessel and reached Isle Royale in safe- 
ty and Captain Smith aent five of them, 
under Mate Wilesman, to Port Artour 
to report to the owner. 

The Chlsbolm is rapidly breaking up 
and thf» vr-sael and cargo will be total 
losses. The crew of the steamer fear 
that the Martin has been waterlogged 
and gone ashore, eomewhcre along the 
south shore. The Chlsbolm was built 
In 1880. Her cargo consisted of 92,000 
bushels of barley. The John Martin 
was built in 1873 and had a cargo of 
1,200,000 feet of lumber. Both boats 
wero owaetf by M. A. Bradley of Cleve- 
land. Neither vesMl Is Insured.

says; 

With growing foreign demand for 
American products, exchange is Influ- 
enced mainly by political uncertainties 
•broad. While Kuropi' waits for the 
outcome between Locland and France 
about the upper Nile, the financiers 
of all European countries are trying to 
force upon each other the burden of 
providing cash for the enormous de- 
mands of the I'nitrd States. England 
has so managed as to make France and 
Germany send most of the gold, and 
the resulting war of exchanges between 
foreign nations checks for the moment 
tlie r.iovcnn nt of sold thin wav. 

The outgo of wheat staggers all the 
prophets of disasters, but while the 
price has advanced 3 cents at the west 
the rise would have been much greater 
but for the feeling that the enormous 
foreign demand may not last. 

The corn exports continue large, and, 
although It Is the bottom point of the 
year for com, prices have risen nearly 
IM cents during the week. 

While cotton spinners are said v.) 
havr agreed upon a selling agency and 
a curtailment of production, there is a 
better demand for staple goods and a 
prospect of a better demand in the fu- 
ture. In wo(^ goods also there has 
b>->on a marked improvement during the 
past week, and better sales with ex- 
tensive inquiry. 

There is much hesitation In the Iron 
and steel trade, partly because the out- 
come of various combinations in besso- 
mcr pig, steel rails, bars, wire nails 
and the like can not yet be definitely 
anticipated. If general buying was ex- 
pected to result from thsM movements, 
it has not appeared thus for. Yet prlc's 
of domestic products have not dt^ 
cllned.

Just across the Ohio stata line at 
Oxford students In cap and 4;own wel- 
comed the president in the rcrin. The 
chief executive ni;ul- a few remarks. 
Hamilton also turned out to greet the 
presidential party. 

The train reached Cincinnati at 4:80. 
It backed Into the union station, where 
the president bowed his acknowledg- 
ments to the crowd that was in wait- 
ing, but made no speech. 

The rata was pouring down while 
the trala was la that elty aad there 
were but few that know the president 
was in the city. The chamber of com- 
merce telegraphed the president, want- 
ing to know if he could not stop there 
long enough for a reception, but the 
engagements at Columbus and else- 
where prevented him from leaving his 
train there. 

The presidential party reached Co- 
lumbus at 8:30, over an hour late. A 
fair sized crowd was at the station to 
greet the executive. The party Imme- 
diately entered carriages and, escorted 
by the Seventeenth infantry and a 
number of regiments of vohinteors, 
proceeded in the rain to the auditorium, 
where a large crowd eothuslastlcsUy 
welcomed the president. Mr. McKinley 
responded In a neat sin-rrh along the 
lines of others made on the trip. At 
10 p. m. the party proceeded on the 
loamey e astward.

Gkorgetowb, Ky., October 20.— The 
election law passed during the recent ees- 
aion of the Kentucky Legislature ia con- 
atltutlcmal. Judge Oeatrellao decided to- 
day, at the comdniioB of the aigumentln 
the case, the object of which was to test 
the validity of the act. 

Judge Cantrill was prompt in render- 
ing hia deeirion, explaining that the ques- 
tions involved were identical with those 
involved in the prison commission case, 
which was decided by him after hearing 
elaborate argument and giving profound 
thought and atndy to the solution of 
every point raised In that controvarsy. 

Hon. John W. Ray, of Louisville, made 
the only argument in the election law 
easeto^. He and Judge William 8 
frfvt were on hand as the repraa en ta 
tivesof the Democratic party, contending 
for the constitutionality of the law. At- 
twney General Tkylor end Judge Holt 
were present in the interest of tbe Re 
publicans, who sought to have the law 
invalidated. Tbe last named gentlemen 
did not care, they said, to argue the case 
natU it fow betora tbe Appellate Court, 
with which tribunal they will file their 
appeal from Judge CantriU's ruling Sat 
urday morning. 

Leading attorneys from all parts &f the 
State were here to-day to listen to the 
speeches and hear Judge CantriU's opiu 
ion. They are almost unanimous in the 
belief that tbe dedalon reaohed by that 
jurist will be afllrmed by tbe Court of 
Appeals.

Mayaville was grievously shocked Fri- 
day at noon by the newe of the eaiolde of 
Mr. W. C Miner. 

Shortly before 12 o'clock' hie lifeless 
l>ody waa found on the bed ia his room 
on the third floor of the St. Charles 
Hotel. 

A bullet woand over the right ear told 
the ead etory. The weapon of death, 

a flvd-fihot revolvor of .n2 calibro, was 
still htild in the ri^ht band. One cliam- 
ber only had been fired, the ball paning 
throDgh the brain and lodging under the 
skin on the oppoeite aide. 

The appearance of the body indicated 
that the unfortunate man had died with- 
out a atroggle. At flrat glance, In the 
dim light of the room, one might have 
thought that ho is only poacefiilly sleep- 
ing, but the still form, the pallid coun- 
tenance and the blood-atained bed cloth- 
ing told that it waa the eleep of death.

At that time the eb«mbor>m«id, 
Lydia Wolfe, colored, wa^ In another 
room on the same tloor, in the front por* 
tlon of the buildinK, when ahe heard a re- 
port. It waa not loud enough to alarm 
her, and she and a lady guest of the ho- 
tel, who had also heard the report, con- 
cluded some child down on the street 
had flred a orapker. 

Shortly afterwards the chamber-maid 
while passing the room thought she 
heard some one KrofQiiS- '^'^'b fright- 
ened her.bat for some reaaon ahe did not at 
oneo report the matter to Manager Wil- 
lett. Finally, shortly before 1'-' o'clock, 
she went to Mr. Willett and told him 
she was afraid something was the matter 
with Mr. Miner, aa he had not yet gotten 
up. The colored porter, Jim Armstrong, 
was at once sent to the room, and on 
lighting the gas waa shocked at the sight 
that met his gaae. 

Coroner Wood waa at onoe notified and 
the verdict of the inqnent was that 
deeeaaed had come to his death by bia 
own hand.
